Wind, that in ſeyen days we arrived at 


* the Madera Iſlands; we thus happily 
paſt'on till we came to four or five de- 


E. grees northward of the Equinodttial 
 » line. When we were overtaken by a 


calm, and ſuffered extreme heats, but 
which yet did not much incommode us; 
the wind began again to blow, and we 
paſt the line three hundred and fifty 
degrees five minutes of longitude, thir- 
ty days after our ſetting out. We 
found the water here to be as freſh 
'—and good, as if it had ſprang from ſome 
lealant fountain, which made us neg- 
ect to uſe that in our Jarrs. At five 
degrees ſouthward of the line we found 
the Winds very inconſtant, but the 
heats not troubleſom, and 1 left not } 
off my winter garments in all this paſ- K 
ſage. The Winds, though variable, 
yet carried us our courſe, ſo that we 
arrived at the Cape of Good Hope the 
- 31ſt of May, to take in freſh water, 
.and other Proviſiens, although my old F.: 
ſtore was not exhauſted. We caſt an- KF. 
Chor late at night, and found in this 


Toad four Dutch Veſſels, that came F* 


from Holand, and had on Board a Com- | 
miſſioner, 
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niſſioner, who was to order affairs in 
dehalf of- the Eaſt-India Company. 
onſieur St. Martin Major General, a 
rench man, who has been in the Dutch 
ervice this thirty years, was alſo in 
dne of theſe Veſſels, intending for Ba- 
avia, where his Employment lay. The 
ommiſſioner General ſent to comple- 
ment me the firſt day of my arrival; and 
he next morning his Nephew and Se- 
retary, came to offer me whatſoever 
might want. The Inhabitants of the 
ountrey brought preſents of Fruits 
nd Cattlez and the Dutch Veſſels ſa- 
ted our Ships after the accuſtomed 
nanner. 
The Dutch haye here a ſmall Fort, 


and near an hundred Houſes about a 


luſquet ſhot off it, which are well 
built, and in good order. The ſituati- 
dn of this place is very pleaſant, al- 
hough bounded by a great Mountain, 
nhabited by an infinite number of Mon- 
cies, Which oft come down into their 
ardens, and ſpoil the Fruit. There 


are alſo ſeveral Summer-houſes, two 


hree and four leagues off in the coun- 
rey; and beyond this yaſt Mountain 
B 2 ' ._. there 
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there is plain near ten Leagues long 
where are ſeveral Houſes well inhabi 
ted, and which are every day increah, 
fing. The Climate is mild , enough 
their Spring beginning in Ofober, an 
ending in December, their Summer 1a 
Tanuary . February and March, thei 
Autumn is in April, May, june, an 
thetr Winter in 7uly, Auguſt, Septen 
ber;, the heats. would be very greatFz 
were they not moderated by. gentl&\ 
Galcs. The Dutch Kaſt-India Compaſ 
ny haye here a moſt pleaſant Garden 
whoſe. great Walk is fourteen hundred 
paces long, It is planted every wher 
thick with Citron Trees: This Gardet 
is ordered into Apartments ; in one 
of them you may ſee Fruit-trees, and4 
the rareſt Plants of 4/ia, in the othes 
the moſt exquiſite of Africa, in thi 
third ſuch. as are choiceſt in EaropeS 
and in the fourth ſuch Fruits and Plantfy 
as grow In America, This Garden i 
very well kept, and of good uſe to thi 
Dutch, by a great quantity of Herb 
and Roots which it ſupplies them witt 
For 'the Refreſhment of” their Fleets 
when" they come here to paſs to Th 
| Indie 
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Y nies, or retutning to their own Coun- 
ab 1 fornd there a French Gardiner , 
<aS&ho had heretofore leatnt his Trade. 
Ur the Garde of Monficur at Se. Cloud. 
angT he Soil is very good, and yields good 
4lMore of grain. A perſon, worthy cre- 
Ir, has aſfured me he ſaw an hundred 
End ſixty Ears of Corn on one ſtalk: 
*2T he Inhabitants of the Countrey have 
alF:ir Countenances, but herein decelt- 
(Full, for they are mere bruits; they 
P3Þpo naked, extepting that part which 
enFhey cover with a naſty $kin of a beaſt. 
cET hey tilf not the Ground, yet abound 
<[Gvith Cattel, ſuch as © ows, Hogs 
leknd Sheep. | They ſ-arce eat any of 
NEheſe, their chicfeſt dyet being Milk 
nnd Butter, which, for clcanlineſs 
Fake, they make in Sheep Skins. © They 
have .a.root which hath the taſte 'of 
* Ithe Ketricl of one of our ſmall Nuts, 
ugwhich ferves them for bread. They 
Ware indifferently killed in Simples, 
ngwhich they can uſe in the Cure of 
oF Wounds,. aid other Diſtempers... The 
UN ereateſt Lotds amongſt them, 'are they

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watch and keep themſelyes. They of 
have wars with each other about thei 
paſtures. Are greatly annoyed wit 
wild Beaſts, there being more than 
few Lions, Leopards, T ygers, Wolves 
wild Dogs, Elephants, and other fa 
vage Creatures. All their Arms arc 
a kind of poiſoned Lance, to ſtrike 
theſe Beaſts with. They have a kind 
of Toyls wherewith they encloſe their 
Cattel at night: .They treyble not 
themſelves much about Religion , yet 
obſerve ſome ſlight Ceremonies to the 
Full-moon, which do not ſignifie much 
Fheir Language ſeems difficule to be 
underſtood. They have much gamey 
as Pheaſants, Partridges, three or fours 
ſorts, Peacocks, Hares, Coneys, and 
Deer in ſuch abundance, that ſome. 
_ times a Man ſhall ſee near twenty thou- 
ſand together in a plain. We ate ſome 
of theſe before mentioned, and found 
them admirable good. The Sheep axe! 
here very large, of fourſcore Pound 
weight commonly, Here are grea 
quantity of Cows and Oxen. The Sea 
in this Bay is full of Fiſh, which are © 
good reliſh, ſome. of them having 7 
raite 
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'Ftaſte of Salmon. This place abounds, 
with Sea-wolves, and when in our Shal- 
lop we perceived an infinite number 
came tumbling by us, of which we 
could not kill one. Several wild Horſes 
8 ſcamper along the plains, which, if I 
miſtake not, are inferiour to none in 
. "4 other parts, both in ſtrength, and bean- 
tifull colours and ſhapes; I brought 
| along with me one of their Skins; 
7 they are hard to*be maſtered. This 
J being ſuch a good Countrey, the Hot- 
landers ſend continually freſh people tor 
it, who make every ſeaſon conſidera- 
ble diſcoveries. Some- ſay they have” 
found out Gold and Silver Mines; of- 
which *tis not to be expeCted they 
ſhould ſay much themſelves. The wa- 
| ter 1s here very good, proceeding from 
ſeveral Springs, near Rivers which a- 
bound, as I already noted, with Fiſh. 
We parted from this Road the ſe- 
venth of Fune, wich ſo favourable a 
North Wind, and North North Welk, 
that we ſoon got into the open Sea, 
and that night ſteered to Bantam: we 
endured vehement Rains, and met with 
great Seas, till we reached the Iſles of 
B 4 HMade- 
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Maadegafſear , which was on the ſeven- 
teenth of Zune. On theſe Seas you per- 
celve great quantity of Birds, but find 
Therein no Fiſh, Till Zaly we encoun- 
tred with boiſterous Seas, and met with } 
variable Winds, which forced us forty | 
degrees ſouthward, where we found a 
Weſtern Wind, with which we made Y; 
great way. The twenty fourth the $7 
Maline Frigat was ſeparated fiom us Fj 
by bad weather, being driven to the I; 
North. The third of Agaſt we found | 
the Sea leſs troubleſome, and the wea- 

ther more favourable, and at break of 

day diſcovered an Iſland ſeven or eight 

leagues before us, which ſurpriſed us, | 
It not being deſcribed in our Chart; It 
is ſituated ten degrees nineteen minutes 
of latitude Southward. This Iſle lies 
convenient for the finding of the Ifle of 
Fava, which cannot be diſtant from 1t 
above an hundred and fifty Leagues, 
and fince we underſtood 'tis called the 
Iſle of Money, being ill ſet down in 
our Maps, which place it near that of 
Fava, This Iſle lies very high; we 
coalted yet two days with a good gale, 
and on the fifch about eight in che mor- 
ning, 
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ning, 'we diſcovered the Iſle..of, Jave 
which gave us much more Joy, and the 
eventh following we found our ſelves 
between the Princes Iſle, and that of 
the Emperour, which make the en- 
trance ofthe Straits. , The Iſle of the 
Emperour lics on the fide of Sumatra 
and the Ifle of the Ptince on the ſide of 
7:ve.: We lay four days between theſe 
Iſlarcds, the Winds and Streams = 
ſing us in ſo violent a manner, that 


Iwhat ye gained In twelve hours, we 


loſt. in, four, by means of calms, which 
often happzned. Before we catred this. 
Strait, the Frigat which loſt us on the 


#wency fourth of June, came up to our 


Ship ds this day, before we knew who- 
ſhe was. The thirteenth we left theſe 
Iſlands behind us, and caſt Anchor 
within a Leagye of Java. There came 
on board us ſeveral perſons ia little 
Boats, who brought us the Countrey 
Fruits, ſuch as Coco's, the water which- 
is contained in them being excellent 
drink, as alſo Melons, Citrons, and ſe-, 
veral atherlike Preſents , which. much 
retreſht. ous Men, vixcd with. the fa- 


5 tigues: 
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tigues of the Sea, and oyer-run with 
the Scurvy. 

On the fixteenth in the morning we 
came to Bantam, where I found the /1a- 
tine Frigat, which tarried for me two 
days: The Captain of it came and 


told me, that the Goyernour of the! 


lace would not give him entrance, 


ut onely prefented him with ſome 
Fowl and Fruits: whereupon I fent! 
- Mr. De Forbin, my Lieutenant, to com-! 
pliment this Governour from me, and: 


entreat him to grant me Jeave to land 
my ſick Men, to take in frefh water, 
and other neceſfaries. He returned 


anſwer, he was not the Maſter of Ban- | 
zam, and that there was a King of the !

Anſwer, who yet told me, that if I 


# would go to Batavia, I ſhould find 
{ there a kind reception, I therefore 


weighed Anchor, and ſet fail for that 
place, to which there's but fifteer- 
Leagues. I was three days before I ar-. 
rived there; for having no Pilot that. 
was acquainted with thoſe parts, l fell. 
on ſeveral Iſlands, which cauſed me to» 
caſt Anchor eyery night, and in the: 
day time to move with ſmall fail, ſoun- 
diag all places I went over; but Larri- 
ved on the thirteenth at night, where 
aſloon as I had caſt Anchor, 1 ſent my 
Lieutenant to the General, to comple- 
ment him, and to deſire leave to bring) 
my ſick Men on ſhoar, and take in re- 
freſhments. He took my Complement: 
in good part, and returned anſwer, he: 
would take care I ſhould be — L 

[1 
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ſent next morning ſixty five fick Men 
on ſhoar, who all recovered their 
healths in ſeyen days that I tarricd at 
Batavia, On the nineteenth in the 
morning the'General ſent me a Comple- 
ment by three Officers, the Summ of 
which was to deſire me to come on 
ſhoar, offering me his own Houſe to 
lodge: in. Afﬀrer neceſſary Thanks, I 
anſwered, I wiſhed my Orders would 
have permitted me that Liberty. The 
General ſent me a great Shalop, laden 
with all ſorts of Indian Fruits, Herbs, 
new Bread, two Oxen, two Sheep, and 
thus continued for feveral days preſen- 
ting us. On the twenty ſecond I lan- 
ded incognito, and viewed the Town in 
a ſmall Boat, 'Tis like Venice, having 
Chanels which run through every ſtreer, 
and planted with great Trees which 
yield an agreeable ſhade, as well to the 
Chanels as the Streets; the Houſes are 
. built as they are in Holland; there is a 


Citadel indifferently well fortifted ; the $ 


Town is encloſed with a Wall, and 
| | rm but not'deep.. The Hou- 

s round about it are extreme pleaſant, 
being xelated to curious Gardens, 1 
Fiſh- 
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iſh-ponds, wherein are admirable Fiſh 
f all ſorts. In this Town the Traders 
re exceeding rich, and ſpare no colt 
br their Detight, neither do- they de- 
y themſelves unlawfull fatisfaQtion 
ith Women. I took the liberty my 
If to enterrain four or five of them 
t divers times, in my walks in the gar- 
2ns; their dreſles are like the French. 
here is in Batavia about fifty Coaches, 
me of which are very ſtately ; their 
orſes are none of the biggeſt, but to 
ake amends, are in ſo good plight, 
hat they ne<d no ſpur. This Town 
3 2 place of vaſt Commerce, and its 
iches are ſo great, that the Inhabi- 
ants necd not be fparing of their Mo- 
ey; tis well peopled; and the Dutch 
eep a ſtrong Garifon ; they have there 
ef three thouſand Moors, who are 
laves, and ſeveral of the Natives they 
cep under their Obedience, who live 
bout the Town. The Ile of Fava, in 


Shich this City is ſituated, is very po- 


ulons, contains two hnndred Leagues 
length, and forty in breadth; it has

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ſent to the General for a Pilot for S:am, 
mine having never been there; he lent 
me one who had ſailed there four times; 
for theſe civilities, I ſent Mr. Forbin to 
thank him. 

On Sunday, being the twenty ſixth 
of Auguſt , at ſix of the Clock in the 
morning, we ſet fail, and ſteered our 
courſe to paſs the Strait of Baxca ; we 
advanced that day ten Leagues with a 
{mall Wind, and at nine at night 1 was 
told of a Sail that made towards my 
Veſſel, whereupon I bid the: Officer be 
prepared ; when immediately I ſaw out 
of my Window this Ship coming up to 
us: we called out to know what ſhe 
was, but could have no anſwer, and 
coming on the Deck, I found all our] 

- Men provided for her , and the Bolt 
ſprit of this Ship laid on croſs mr 
Stern, I cauſed about twenty Muſque 
Shot to be fired among her Men, whict 
immediately made her clear her ſell 
of us; and taking the advantage of the 
Wind, and clapping on all her Sail 
we knew not what Nation ſhe was 0 

for no body in the Ship ſpoke one 

word, and we obſerved but few yu Ol 

ard 
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board her. I ſuppoſe her to have been 
ſome Merchant Ship, | gon by unskil- 
full hands; they did our Ship ſome 
miſchief, but the damage was repaired 
next morning. 

On T xeſday, being the twenty eighth, 
at night we diſcoyered the entrance of 
the Strait of Banca, and on the twenty 
ninth in the morning we entred there- 
in. . Although we had a good Dutch 
Pilot, yet we ran upon a muddy bank 
of Sand, there being many of this kind 
in this Strait, and it being uſual for 
Veſſels to 'meet with them without 
much hurt, therefore this did not much 
diſturb us, for 1 cauſed a ſmall Anchor 
to be caſt on the ſide of Sumatra, and

From the Strail 
of Banca to Siam the Land is not wont 


to be left. 
The ſame day we found our ſelye 


before Ligor, which is the chief place 
belonging to the King of Siam. The 


Hol 
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Heollanders have a habitation there, and 
F liberty of Tradg. *Tis hard to ex- 
preſs the Joy which the S:amoiſe: whom 
we brought along with us had to ſee 
F their own Countre y, and it cannot be 
better compared than to that which 
we felt at our return, when: God 
brought us ſafe to Breſt. Here died 
a2 young. Gentleman having been ill 
I five months with a bloudy Flux, whom 
the King ſent to attend me in my 
$ Voyage, he was a. Youth. of great hopes, 
Sand I was much afflictcd at the loſs of 
him. | 
.. ln ſbort (thanks be to God) on the 
twentyfourcth we caſt Anchor before 

the River of Siam. Our whole Ship's 
{crew were in good health. I ſent to the 
{Biſhop of Aerellopolis Mr. le Vacher a 
Sg Mifſionary, : who came with the Man- 
darins into France, and whom I brought 
along with them, with charge to en- 
Jtreat him to come to me that I might 
Jlcarn what had happened this eighteen 
months ſince the King of S:am ſent 
into France. 
# On the twenty ninth the Biſhop 
Icame on board with the Abbat of 
Lionne 
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Lionne, who informed me of whatſoever 
had paſt, telling me that the King of 
Siam having heard at midnight of my 
arrival by Mr. Conftance one of his 
Miniſters, he ſhewed great Joy, and 
ordered him to go and advertiſe the 
Biſhop of it, and to diſpatch rwo Man- 
aarins of the firſt rank, who are in a 
manner as the chief Gentlemen. of the 
King's Chamber are in Prance, to aſſure 
me of the joy he conceived at my ar- 
rival. They came two days after of! 
board me, whom I received in my 
Cabin; the Biſhop ſitting by me, and 
_ and others ſitting'down on Carpets 
laid on the floor, it being the cuſtotne 
of the Country to ſit in that manner, 
there being no perſon but the' King 
who ſits higher. |

News of our Kjh2%s having vanquithed' 


all his Enemies, and become adſolute 
Mafter of- his Kingdom. Having de-: 
noted to them how much'l tkought 
my felf beholden to the King their 
Maſter, and anſweted what they - 
| fere 
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fered touching our Prince, I told them 
I was extremely fatished with . the 
Governor of Zancok, for his reception 
ot. thoſe: I ſent him, as alſo with the 
Preſents he had made me, They reply- 
ed he had dane onely his duty, ſeeing 
in France the King their Maſter's Envoys 
had- been ſo weil received, and that 
moxeover | merited this good uſage by 
my procurement of an Union between 
the Kings of Siam and of France. 
Having treated them with the honours 
and civilitics uſual in ſtch like occaſions 
in. theſe Countries, I preſented them 
with Tea and Comhts. Thefe two 
Mandarins were well ſhap'd Men, of 
about 25 years of Age, and Apparelled 
after their mode, bcing bare headed, 
without Shocs or Stockings, wearing 
a kind of long Scart down to their 
Knees and coming between their Legs 
was faſtned behind. This Scarf was 


ef of painted linen neatly done, and em- 


broidred at the edges; from the waſte 
upwards, they had nothing but a kind 
of Muſlin waſtcoat , which they let 
hang over thus Scarf, the fleeves being 
{omewhet large, but not long. They

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remained about an hour on board our 

Veſſel, and I ſaluted them with nin 

pieces of Canon at their departure. 
On the ninth of Ofober Mr. Conſtance 


the King of $Siam's Miniſter I latelyF* 


mentioned, and who though a ſtranger: 
has obtained by his merit the chie 
place in the King's favour, ſent to 
Complement me by his Secretary who 
was an honeſt man, and offered me from 
himſelf ſuch a great preſent of Fruits, 
beſides Oxen, Hoggs, Pullets, Ducks 
and. ſuch like things, that all the Ships 
crew were fed with them for four days 
together. Theſe refreſhments are 
gratefull when a man has been ſeven 
or eight months at Sea. 

On the eighth the Biſhop of Metrel- 
lopolis who had returned to the chief 
City of Szam, came on board us apain 
with two Mandarin's to enquire asÞ;; 
from the King after my Health, 'and 
to inform me how impatiently he took}: 
my delays of fecing him, entreating 
me to haſten on ſhore. I returned their 
Complement, and told them 1 ſhould 
ſoon be there. I gave theſe Manda-[

to the Maline Frigat, whigh had 
tred the River two days before, on 
oard of which I lay all night. 

Tha ſame Evening a perſon whom 
had ſent to Siam to buy ſuch Pro- 
ifions as we needed, came and told 
'Fie that Mr. Conſtance had delivered to 
im from the King eleven Barks full 
f Oxen, Sheep, Calves, Ducks, Pul- 
2ts and Strong-water made with 
Lice, together with a Requeſt that 1 
'ould not ſpare to ask for what we 

| wanted 
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wanted, for we ſhould be ſupply 
all the time we tarryed in the Kin 
dom, at his Majeſty's charge, 

On the ninth there came two A 
darins tomy Barge from the King, w 
told me they came for my orders, a 
L parted from this place about ſeven 
the morning. Having went about fi 
leagues, I came to a houſe built « 
purpoſe for my entertainment, wh 
two M.ndarins, and the Governou 
of Bancok, and Pipely with ſeveral oth 
were ready to receive me. This Hot 
was made with Bamboos, and covert 
with neat Matts, All the Furniture 
it was new; it contained feve 
Chambers hung with fine painted line 
the Floor of my Room was covert 
with Tapſtry, the Chairs were curio! 
ly wrought and gilt, as alſo the Babl 
to ſpeak nothing of the neatneſs « 
the Bed; I was here ſerved with chok 
Meats and delicate Fruits.- I left t} 
place after Dinner, ard all the 247, 
darins followed me. 1 went to Banci 
which 4s the chief place the King 
Siam has on this River, diſtant abc 
twelve Icagues from the Sea. I four

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here an Engliſh Veſſel, which ſaluted 


ine with his Cannon, which were an- 


ſwered by the Forts which defend 
both ſides of the River ; which Forts 
are regular enough, and well furniſhed 
vith Guns. I lodged in a Houſe well 
built and furniſhre, where I was treated 
after the faſhion of the Countrey. 

The next Morning I parted at eight of 
the clock attended by all the Adandarins 


Sand Goyernours who were come to 


complement me. Art my departure [I 


was alſo ſalated by the Cannon, and 
Farrived at Noon in a Houſe built on 


purpoſe for me, and as well furniſhe 
as the former. There was near ad- 
joyning two Fortreſles which ſaluted 


rel Me With all their Guns, and two Mar 
MF darins more came to receive me. 1 


was very well ſerved ar Dinner; and 


 &1 parted here at three a clock, and 
the Governour- of Bancok took his 
& leave of me to return to his charge.

Dutch lying at anchor, who alſo difſ- 

charged all cheir Cannon, and I arrived 

at ſeven at night at a convenient Houſe

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Furniſhed after the fame manner as th 
preceding ones, where I was receive 
and treated by other Mandarins. 


The eleyenth in the morning I pax 


ted thence, and went and dined i 
another Houſe, and at night I ley ar 
was treated as before. 

On the twelfth I lodged two League 
off of Siam, where I was again recei 
ved by two Mandarins, The princi 
pal Merchants of the Engliſh and Dutc 
Companies came to complement m 


arrival in thoſe parts, atid as to the 


French they attended me-all the way 
Here I remained till I made my et 
trance, 

The River of S:zam called Menon i 
very large and commodious , being 
adorned all along the ſides of it with 
pleaſant Trees; but three or fe 
months in the Year all theſe place 
are overflowed with water, and there 
fore all the Houſes are built on a kin 
of ſledges, and made all of Bambosi 
This wood ſerves the Siamoiſes bot 
for the foundations and tops of thei 
houſes, and for infinite purpoſes þ 
fides, making uſe of it as we < 

Flint 
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Flints and Steels, for they need onely 
J rake a little- of this wood on a heap, 
and rub it together, and it preſent 
ty lights. All the people of theſe parts 
have little Boats to paſs from one 
houſe to anather for what they want. 
Here are ſeen none but Women to 


uy work, the Men being for the moſt part 
ca employed in the Kings ſervice, whoſe 


Slaves they are. I had the ſame honours 
ſhewed me, as to the King when he is 
wont to paſs on the River, I could 
ſee no body ih the houſes, all people 
were in Barges, or on the ſide of the 
River, lying flat on their Bellies, and 
their hands jayned againſt their fore- 


vi} heads. They reverence in ſuch a 
, F manner their Prince, that they dare 


not lift up their eyes to look on him. 
I obſerved that the houſes where I 
lodged were painted with red, that I 
might be treated as his own perſon, 
there being onely the Royal Houſes 
of that colour, 

All the Mandarins which came to 
receive me on the Riyer, ſtill accom- 
panied me. The Princes alfo viſited - 
me, They have = convenient Barges, 

2 in 
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in the middle of which- there is a_ kind 
of Throne whereon they ſit, and the 
uſually go but one in a Barge, on both 
ſides of them are their Arms, as Scimi- 
tars, Swords and Darts, and even Forks; 
They are all cloathed in the, manner 
I already mentioned. A Portugueſe 
, whom the King had. made General 
of the Troops in Bancek continually 
accompanied me, and gave orders for 
all things. I was attended with near 
"fifty or ſixty Barges, ſome of which 
were fifty, ſixty, ſeventy and eighty 
foot. long. having Oars from twenty 
'ta'an hundred. They row not after 


our manner, they ſit two on each bench,: 
one on one ſide and anbther on the 


other, their Faces turned.pp: that ſide 
where they go, and have;a'Scul-which 


_ they call Pagais, being about font 5g 


' Jong, with which they take a wor 

of pains, being contented wither ſod 
Rice, and if they have a piece of: Fiſh, 
they believe they Dine ſumptuouſly, 
' They eat of a Leaf Which they call 
Betel, which is like Ivy, and a kind of 
Corn which they call Arrck, putting 
- Lime thereon, and this gives it a taſte, 
They 
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They eat the Tobacco growing in 
their Countrey, which is very ſtrong, 
all which blackens their Teeth, which 
they eſteem the handſomeſt. A man 
may live after this rate for fifceen 
pence a month for they uſually drink 
nothing but water. They have a kind 
of Aqua vite, which they call Rack, 
made with Rice. When I came to a 
Houſe which' was intended for me, 
all the Mandarins that accompanied ine 
made a lane for me to paſs through to 
my Chamber door. 

On the thirteenth I ſent word to 
rf the King by the Mandarins that were 
'F with me, that I had been informed of 

F the manner wherewith they were wont 
to receive Ambaſſadors, and it being 
very different from that of France, 
I entreated him to ſend me ſomebody 


J to inſtru&> me about my entrance. 


On the fonrteenth he ſent me the Sieur 
Conſtance, with whom I had a long con- 
verſation , "the Biſhop of Merropolis 
being our Interpreter. We had a tedi- 
ous diſpute, and I would bate nothing of 
the mode of receiving Ambaſſadors in 
France, which at length he granted me. 
wk C 3 On 
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Oa the fifceenth theTanquinos/es came 
to complement me on my arriyal. 

The ſixteenth the Cochinchinos/es did 
the ſame. 

The ſeyenteenth Mr. Conſtance came 
to me, and- brought with him four 
itately Barges to carry the Preſents 
which his Majcſty ſent to the King of 
Siam. And on the ſame day the King 
gave order to all the Indian Nations 
that reſide at Siam, to congratulate 
my arrival, and to pay me all the 
eſpett which is due to the charaRer 
of an Ambaſſador to ſo great a King. 
They came to me at fix at night, 
gach of them habited after theig. own 
manner ; there were'of forty different 
Nations, and each of them of King- 


. -dams independent one of another, and 


that which ſeemed moſt remarkable, 
was that among the reſt there was the 
fon of a King who was driven out of 
his Countrey, and taking Siam for 
bis refuge, entreated aſliſfance toward 
his re-eſtabliſhment ; their- dreſſes were 
the ſame as the Siamr/cs., . ſome ha- 
ving Turbants, others Armenian:Pon- 
nets,. and others bare-headed, like the 

com- 
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common Ss4amoiſes ; perſons of quality 
having Bonnets of the ſame faſhion of 
our Dragoons, made of white Muſlin 
which tye under their *Chins with a 
ſtring, being all of them barefooted. 
The King made Mr. Conſtance tell 
me, that he would give me Audience 
the next morning, being the eighteenth. 
I ſet out at ſeven of the clock in the 
morning in the manner which I ſhall 
relate, having firſt recited the honour 
wherewith the King of S:am received 
the King of France's Letter. ?Tis true 
he is wont to receiye with reſpect the 
Letters delivered him by Ambaſſadors 
of foreign Potentates , but he would 
giye a diſtinft honour to that of our 
great Monarch. There came forty of the 
 Chiefelt Mandarinsin the Court, two of 
which were Oyas, which is to ſay Dukes, 
who told me that all the Barges were 
ready to receive his Majeſty's Letter, 
and carry my ſelf to the Palace. 
The Letter was in my Chamber ia 
a golden Cabinet ; the Mandarins ha» 
ving entred proſtrated themſelves , 
their hands: cloſed and adjoyning to 
their forcheads, and their faces to- 
C 4 wards - 
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wards the ground, and ſaluted 1n this 
polture the King's Letter for thre 
times together. I being ſeated on a 
Throne near the Letter, received this 
honour, which was neyer paid to any 
but his Majeſty of France , which Ce- 
remony being ended, I took the Let- 
ter with the golden Cabinet, and ha- 
ving carried it ſeven or eight paces, 
I gave it to the Abbat of Chei/y, 
who came from Frazce with me, He 
walkt at my right hand a little behind, 
and carried it. to the Water fide, 
where I found a curious Barge, ſump- 
tuouſly gilded, in which were two 
Aandarins of the chief rank. I took 
the Letter from Mr. Chozfy, and ha- 
ving carried it into the Barge with 
me, [I put it into the hands of theſe 
HMandarins, who laid it on a ſtately 
Taiſed Table gilt; 1 entred into ano- 
ther, .a very magnificent one, Which 
followed immediately that wherein 
was the Letter of his Majeſty. Two 
Others alſo as ſtately as mine, in which 
were Mandarins, rowed on either ſide 
of that where the Letter was. Mine; 
as I nowſaid, followed after Mr. Choiſy, 

the 
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the Abbat was in another Barge next 
to mine, and the Gentlemen. which 
accompanied me, and others of my re- 
tinue in other Barges: Thoſe of the 
Great Mandatins likewiſe were very 
fine, and were on head of us. There 
were about twelve gilt Barges, and near 
two hundred: others. that followed us, 
The King's Letter, thetwo Barges that 
attended it, and mine, ' were in the mid- 
dle. : :All the Nations at S:am were at. 
tending, and the whole River, although 
very large, was covered with Barges. 
We'moved.after:this rate to the Town, 
whoſe Canmotis were diſcharged. which 
never. was 'dant'tozny other Ambaſla- 
dots; all the-Shipsſatuted me likewiſe; 
and-at landing, Ll found a great golden 
Chariot,:which onely the King rode in. 
31 Erooki'His-Majeſty;'s Letter, and laid 
iiitoothis:Chariot; which was drawn 
by Horſes 4ediwby: Men ; - I-afterwards 
wens'into a glotivus Chair, which was 
carried by .ten:Menon their Shoulders;

Some” of them were: armed with Muſ- 
quets, others with Lances, others with 
Bows and Arrows, and laſtly, ſome 
with Pikes. 

Fhere wanted not muſical Inſtru- 
ments , as. Trumpets, Drums, Tim- 
brels, Pipes, little Bells and Horns; 
which Muſick made a pleaſant .noiſe; 
and thus marched we the length of a 
great Street, through an infinite num- 
ber of People. We. came at[lengthi to 
a. great open place, {in which ſtood:the 
King's Palace , where were ed on 
each ſide Etephants of 'War »' Weſaf- 
terwards entred into the firſt Court of 
the Palace, where | ſaw about twarthous

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placed ſix in-a rank, in a dire line : 
There were on the lefr ſeveral armed 
Elephants, ready for War. We after- 
wards ſaw an hundred Men on Horſe- 
back, naked, and clothed after the Moo 


riſh Faſhion, having a Lance in their 


Hands; all the Soaldiers were accou- 
tred as 1 already mentioned; in this 
place thoſe of foreign Nations left'me,, 
excepting ſome Gentlemen who accom- 
panied me all the way. I paſt into two- 
other Courts which were gatriſoned af> 
ter the ſame manner, and I entred iti- 
to another, where was a great nuthbet 
of Mandarins,: all of them proſtate on - 
the ground; here were ſix' Horſes hel8; 
each of them-by two Mandarms; they 
were well harneſt, all their Froppings 
deing-of Gold and Silver, covered with 
Pearls, - Rubles and Diamonds, thick 
that's Man could ſcarce ſe@ the Feather ; 
their Stirreps and Saddles were of Gold 
and Silver, and the Horſes ha& goldert 
Rings on' their Feer ; ' there” were atfo 
ſeveral; Elephants Hartiefled'in the ſame 
manner'the Coach Horſes Were, '' The 
Gentlemen erred iMt6 the Half df Atw 
dience, and placed themſelyes before 
the 
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the 'King came into his Throne, and 
when he was there attended with 
Mr. Conſtans,, du Barcalon, and the Ab- 
bat of Chozſy. who carried the King's 
Letter, I-was furpriſed to fee him on 
a higher Throne, for Mr. Conſtans had 
agreed with me, that the King ſhould 
be on a Throne no higher than where 
I might give my;Letter with my own 
hand, without ſtraining my elf; then 
I cold the Abbat de Choi/y, the pro- 
miſe they made me was forgotten, but 
that 1 woyld not - give. the King my 
Letter-in this manner; the golden Ca- 
binet wherein *fwas 'put had a great 
Handle, three foot long ; *twas imagi- 
ned1 would take hold on it, thus to raiſe 
it to the King*s Throne, but Iwas reſol- 
ved to preſent His Majeſty's Letter to 
the Kiog in a, befitting manner: Being 
then; come to the Door, 1 ſaluted the 
Kiog ,- the like: 1 did alſo in the- mid 
way, - and when, 1 was near the. plate 
where I- was to fit; having uttered 
two words of my Harangye, I put my 
Haton, and ſate down, and contiaued

He had a great many 
Diamond Rings on his fingers; I can-

he had on, having onely in'this Audi 
ence ſeen half his Body. He had four 
ſcore Mandarins in his Parlor, where 
was, all proſtrate on the ground, ak 
who never left this poſture all thi 
while. | 

The King is about fifty five years « 
age, well ſhaped, ſomewhat tanned 
as all of thoſe Countreys are, having 
a Chearfull countenance ; bis inclinat 
ons are Royal, he is couragious, a gre 
Politician, governing alone, magnihai 
cent, liberal, a Lover of Arts, in 
word, 2 Prince, who by his Wit ha 
freed himſelf from diverſe Cuſtome 
which he found in his Kingdom, bor 
rowing of Erange Countreys, and eſpe 
cially of Exope, whatſoever he though 
might moſt contribute to the Honc 

oggnars of his Reign.

On the twenty fifth 1 came to t 
Palace with all my, Train togcth 
with the Biſhop, the King gaye me 
particular Audience, wherein he tc 
me many things, of which't pave ;

Shim : We paſt through this Court into 
Aſeveral others, and afterwards came 


into the Pagod, the Portal appeared 
to be ancient and well wrought, the 
hole building indifferent handſome, 


; and of the form of our Churches in 


Exrope;, we ſaw ſeveral Statues of Braſs 


if gilt which ſeemed to offer ſacrifices 
to a great Idol all of Gold, about 


forty foot high, on the fide of which 


dot, there were ſeveral other ſmall 
ones, ſome of which being alſo of 


Gold, had lighted - Lamps faſtned 
into them, from the top to the bottom 


of them, Art the end of this Pagod,

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there is another great Idol on a ſtate 
Tombeſtone : I afterwards weat into 
nother Paged adjoyning to the firſ 


and I paſt under into a Vault like; 


Cloiſter, where there were Idols « 


each hand gilded, who had each of 
them a Lamp burning before them 
which the Talapoins, which are thi 


Prieſts of Siam, do light every nigt 
In this Pagod was the Tomb of th 
deceaſed Queen who died about fou 
or five years ſince; tis magnificex 
enough, and behind this Tomb, w 
another of this preſent King's Prede 
cellor's, repreſented by a great Statut 
lying on one ſide and dreſt as King 
are wont to be in days of Ceremony; 
this Statue is about twenty five foot 
long, 'twas of Brals gilt ; I went far 
ther into other places where. there 
were a great many of theſe Statue 
both of Gold and Silver : ſeveral hat 
rich Dimond Rings and Rubies on their 
fingers; I never ſaw ſo many Image 
and ſo much Gold. 

I afterwards went to ſee the Ele 
phants, there is a great number « 
them, and who are of a prodigiow 

lize; 
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ſize. I ſaw a piece of Cannon, caſt 
at Siam, of eighteen foot long, and 
rſt that would carry bullets of three hun- 

# dred pound weight; there is a great 
many Cannons which they make them- 

ſelves in this Kingdom. 
f The thirty firſt was a day of rejoy- 
+ cing for the King of Poreugal's coming 
to the Crown, which was ſolemniſed 
by the-letting off the great Guns and 
ug ſeveral ſhews of Fire-works from on 
i board the Portagal Veſlels. 

The next morning being the firſt of 
November, Mr. Conſtans invited me to a 
great Feaſt, which was made as a farther 
continuation of the former Solemnity, 
to which I went, and all the Europeans 
in the Town, the Guns ceaſed not 
from firing all that day : after Dinner 
there was a Comedy, the Chianoiſes 
began the Poſtures, - were Siamot- 
ſer in it , but I knew not what they 
ſaid, their geſtures ſeemed to me ridi- 
culous, and far unlike thoſe amongſt ns 
yet there were two men, who aſcehded 
to the top of two Perches which were 
hung very high , which had at their 
end a little Apps and ſtanding u

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right on the top of them, they ſhewed 
ſcyeral ſtrange tricks. Afterwards we 
had a kind of Puppet play, which 
yielded {mall diverſion, | 

On the fourth being Su.:cay Mr. Con- 
ſtan: told me that the King was to go 
to the Pagod, where he is wont to go 
every year, and prayed me to ſee him 
paſs by. 1 went, with him and all my 
Attendance; . and. having remained 
there a while, there appeared a great 
gilded Barge, in which was a Mands: 
rin who came to ſec whether all things 
were in order : ſcarcely was he paſt by, 
but I ſaw ſeycral Barftes wherein were 
the Mandarin of the firſt ranks. who 
were all of them in Suits of red c{[gath j 
they are wont. on thele ſolemn days to 
be all-eloathed. with the fame ' colour, 
and 'tis the King who nominates it; 
they hgd white Bonnets on, very high 
crown'd, and the Oyas had at the bats 
tom, of, their Caps a , golden Eringe 
as $9, theis Breeches; 'twas ' a kin at 
Set as 1 already. ſaid. After them 
came thoſe of the ſecond rank, the'Life 
Guards, ſeveral Soyldiers,, and, then,the 
King in,s Barge atteaded. wigh, two, 
grin _ others 
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others which were' very fine ones z the 
Watermen were apparelled hke -the 
Souldiers, but onely they had-a kind 
of breaſt and back-plates, and each 
of them an helmet on their heads, 
which is (aid to be of Gold ;, their Pagass 


.or Sculs were gilt with Gold, as all 


the Barges were, which - ſhowed very 
fine; there were an hundred and four- 
ſcore and five Rowers in each of theſe 
Barges, and in thoſe of the Mandarins 
about -3n hundred, and an hundred and 
twenty; there were Guards that follow- 
ed, and ſeveral other Mandarins who 
made the rear Guard; the King was 
richly Appareclled with ſeveral pretious 
Stones, 1 ſaluted him in paſſing by, and 
he returned my, complement, his Train 
conſiſted of an hundred aud-forty ſtate- 
ly Barges, which appeared very finely 
indeed on the water, ' marching all 'in 
ood order. After Dinner I went 
into-my Barge to ſee the reſt of the 
Ceremony, at night the King changed 
his Barge, and propoſed a prize to 
that Barge that ſhould firſt arrive by 
force of Oars' to the' Palace, he him- 
felff was one of the party, and he ad- 
| D 2 vanced 
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vanced by much before the others, fo 
that his Rowers won the money ; I know 
not how great 'twas, the other Barges 
paſt on very ſwittly, all the River was 
covered with them who came to ſee 
the King ; that day being deſigned for 
his ſhewing himſelf to his People, I 
believe there were an hundred thou-; 
ſand to ſee him. | 

At night there were Fire-works for 
joy of the Coronation of the King of 
England,” the whole affair was well 
carried on, -and ftrange Veſlels fired 
from qa} parts their' Cannon. 

On the fifth this Feaſt continued, 
and the Cannon was fired from' all 
parts of the Town, Mr. Conſtans in- 
vited me to Dinner, where all the Eu- 
ropeans were, where I was made very 
welcome. ith 

On the eighth rhe King parted for 
Loxvo, which Is a Countrey Seat where 
he generally remains for eight or nine 
months in the year, it beipg diſtant 
twenty Leagues from Siam. 

. On the fifceemth I parted for that 
place, 1 lay in the way at a Houſe 
which was built for me, *twas in the 

ſame 
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fame form as that where I had been 
Lodged all along, *twas near where the 
King lyes when he goes to Lowve. I 
remained there all the ſixteenth, and 
on the ſeventeenth ſet out thither, 
where I arrived the ſame day on eight 
at night, I found this Houſe of the 
King's built after the Mooriſh faſhion, 
and a man may juſtly praiſe the Coun- 
wy in your entrance to it you muſt 
paſs through a Garden, where there 
are ſeyeral Conduits, in this Garden 
you aſcend five or ſix ſteps, and you 
go to a kind of Summer-houſe ſtand- 
Ing very high where you take the Air, 
I found a very fine Chapel, and a 
Lodging for all thoſe who attended 
me. 

On Munday'the ninteenth the King 
gave me a particular Audience, after 
Dinner I went abroad to- take the Air 
on Elephants, whoſe goings are very 
uneaſie and 1ncommodtious, I had ra- 
ther ride ten Leagues on Horſe back 
than one on thele animals. 

On the twenty third Mr. Conſt ans 
told me the King would give me the 


divertiſement of a combat of Elephants, . 
D 3 and 
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and entreated me to bring along with 
me the ( aptatns who had conducted 
me'to ſhew'them the ſport, who were 
the Sicurs de YVaudricoure and Foy- 
ewuſe, wei went thither on Elephants, 
and the Fight was carried on after 
the ſame manner as that which I aboye 
related. 

The King ſent for the Captains and 
told them, he was very glad they were 
the King of France's "firſt Captains 
who came into his Kingdom, and he 
wiſht them as happy a return as their 
arrival was. He gave each of them 
a Scimitar , whofe handle and guard 
was bf Gold, and the. ſheaths almoſt 
.» covered with the ſame metal, a golden 
Chain curiouſly wronght and very large, 
a Veſt of cloth of Gold with Gold 
buttons ;; as Mr. de Vardricourt was 
the chief Captain, ſo his Preſent was 
richer and better, the King gave him 
notice t6 have a care of their Enemies 
by the way, they anſwered that his 
Majeſty furniſht them with arms to de- 
fend themſelves, and that they would 
acquit themſelves of their duty. Theſe 
Captains ſpake to* him without light-

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ing off theic'Etephants; 1 ſaw very 
wetl that under 'pretence' of a combat 
of Elephants,” he-was minded to make 
theſe Preſents in the fight of ſeveral 
| | Europeans who were preſent, to give 
2 'Publick -mark 'of - the particalar di- 
ſtinttion he would make of the French 
Nation: TheKing afterwards returned, 
and 1 went to ſee an Elephant which

On Saturday the twenty fourth 1 
got on horſeback to go ſee the, wild 
Elephants taken. 

The King being come to the end 
of this place which is encloſed as a- 
bove ſaid, there entred a man who 
went with a ſtaff to attack the wild 
Elephant, who at the ſame time left 
the femples, - and purſued him, the man 
continned this . management, and thus 
buſied. this 'wild Elephant ,., till the 
females who were with him got out 
of the place by the gate, which was 
immediately, ſhut, after them, . and: the 
Elephant ſeeing himſelf left alone im: 
priſoned, grew inraged ; the fellow ſet 


upon him again, and inſtead of. flying 


on that ſide which he was wont , he 
ran out of the gate, and the Ele- 

hant followed him, and when he was 

tween the two gates he was ſhut in 
and being hot they threw a great dea 
of water on him to refreſh him, and 
there were ſeyeral Elephants brought 
to 
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to him, who careſſed him with their 
trunks, to comfort him as it were ; 
they tyed his two hind legs, -and . the * 
=_ was opened to him, he marched 

ve or fix paces, and found four Ele- 
phants of War,and one toconfront him, 
two others who were faſtned to his ſides, 
and one behind him to puſh him with 
his' head ; they brought them in this 
manner into a kind of Stable ground, 
where there was a great ſtake faſtned, 
to which he was tyed, and two Ele- 
phants were placed on each ſide of him 
to bear him company, and the others 
are led away. When the wild Ele- 
phants have remained fifteen days, 
In this manner, they know them who 
were wont .to feed them, and follow 
them, and afterwards they become as 
traftable as the others. The King 
has a great many of theſe females 
who do nothing clſe but decoy theſe 
wild ones. 

On Munday the twenty fifth I went 
toſee a Tyger fight with three Ele- 
_ but.the Tyger was not the 

ongeſt, he received a blow with a 
tooth that carried L way half his jaw, 

3 at 
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although 'the Tyger was not wanting 
in courage. 

Tueſday the twenty ſixth I had a 
particular Audience, this being the 
fourth time, and the King ſhewed me 
rhe eſteem he had for the French Na- 
rion, after feveral other difcourſes, 


of which I have given the King an'- 


account. At night I went to fee a 
Feaft, which the $5amor/es celebrate at 
the beginning of their year, which is 
attended with great lights. It's perfor- 
med in the Palace, in a great Court, 
round, about which there are ſeyeral 
boxes fult of Lamps, and before thefe 
boxes there are a great many perches 
drove into the ground, along which 
hang ſeyeral horn Lanthorns prettily 

painted, this Feaſt laſts eight days. 
On Sunday the ſecond of September, 
Mr Conſftans ſent me a Preſent, he did 
the fame alſo to the Abbat of Chei/y, 
and the Gentlemen which accompa- 
nied me; the Preſents were Bracelets, 
China Cabinets, night Gowns and Ja- 
on works made of Silver Bezoarftones, 
hinocero's horns, andother curioſities 

of that Countrey.

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'"*On the tenth I went co.ſee the greac 
Hunting of Elephants, which is in «his 
following form: The King ſert a 
great. number of female E.cphants all 
id a Company together, and whea chey 
have heen ſcveral days. in the. wood, 
ang, he 1s informed they have fonnd 
Elephants, he ſends thirty or - forty 
thouſand men, "who makE a great | 
ring in the place where the Elephants

Theſe Elephants hearing a 
noiſe about them, dare not fly, although

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now and then one or two. do ef; 

for I was told that fome days 

there were ten got away. When they 
are to be taken they are made fo ef» 
ter into a place ſurrounded with ſtakes 
where there are ſome trees, rhtougk 
which a man may eaſily paſs, there is 
alfo another ring of Elephants of War 


and Sonldjers, among which there are 


men mounted on Elephants, who dex- 
terouſly throw cords at the Elephants 
hind feet, who when they -are faftned 
are ' brought between two” tame Ele- 
phants; beſides which there is another 
who tends on him behind, if need be 
ro puſh him forward, ſo he is obliged 
to march, and when he is unruly, the 
others ſtrike him with their trunks; 
they bring him into a' kind of ſtable 
open On all ſides, where they ate 
faſtned and managed as I have afready 
related; I faw ten taken, and I was 
told there were a hundred and forty 
in the ring; the King was there pre- 
fent and gave oxders for yhat'was ne- 


ceſſary. In this/place I had the hohour. 


to have a long conference with. him, 
and he prayed me to leave Mr. Fourbin, 
; the 
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the Leiutegant: of my Ship with him, 
which I agreed to, and preſented him, 
and at the ſame time the King gave him 
aSemitar, whoſe Handle and Guard was 
of Gold, and the Sheath ſtudded with the 
fame, . with a. Juſtaucorp of embroide- 
red Satin with Gold Buttons. Then the 
King/preſented me with a Golden Cup, 
and gave me a Collation in. a Grove, 
where had excellent Wine and, Fruit. 

The next morning being the eleventh 
I returned to. this game, being mqun- 
ted qn.an Elephant, the King wasthere, 
and Tent two Aandarins to me, to de- 
fire ne to come to him, he ſpake ſcye- 
ral things to me, and entreated me to 
leave Mr. de la Mare the Engineer, who 
cate along with me. behind: me, to for- 
tifie ſome places in his Countrey, I told 
hita'L did not doubt but the King my 
Maſter would be content I ſhould leave 
him, ſeeing His Majeſty's Intereſts were 
as dear to him as his own; I thereup- 
on ordered Monſr. de la Mare, to re- 
main with the King , who gave to him 
/ Veſt of Stuff of Gold. The King told 
he, he would. ſend a little Elephant to 
the Duke of Burgwndy, which he ſhewed 
me, 
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me, and having a while th lit. of 
it, he ſaid that if he ſhould give one 
onely to the Duke of Burgundy he fea: thi 


red leſt the Duke of 4njox ſhoild'takeJm: 


it ill, and therefore he would ſend 
and I 'defigning to part'the next mor- 
ning to' go 6n board, I prefenred the 
Gentlemen to him who were with me; 
to take leave of his Majeſty, the King 
wiſht them a good Voyage. The Bt- 
ſhop would have preſented to him'eſ. 
frenrs, the Abbat 4 Liome, and I: Va- 
cher, Miſſionaries, to tgke rheir .leaye 
of him , but he told the Biſhop!” that 
as to thoſe two perſons, they 'were of 
his Family, and that he reſpeted them 
as his Children, and that they fhoyld 
take their leave of him in his Caſtle:

On Wed ſay, the twelfth, the King 
gave me Aydience of Leave, the Biſhop 
was there, he was pleaſed to ſay he 
was very well ſatisfied with me and my 
Nego- 
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Negotiation 3 he gave me a great gol- 
Veſſel which they call a Boſs, and 
his is one of the moſt honourable 
narks of the King's Favour; he told 
ne he would not have the accuſtomed 
emonies about it, becaufe there 
night be fomething which would not 
pleaſe me by reaſon of the Genufle. 
rions which the greateſt of the King- 
dom are obliged ro make on this oc- 
cafion, There is no _—_ in his 
Court, excepting the King of Camboye's 
Nephew, who has received the like 
Mark of Honour, which ſignifies that 
one is' an Oyas, a Dignity in that Coun- 
trey comparable to a Duke in France; 
there are ſeveral ſorts of Oyas, which 
are diſtinguiſhed by their Bolles. This 
Monarch had the goodnefs to tell me 
ſeyeral things in fact: an obliging man- 
ner, that 1 dare not relate them; and in 
all my Voyage I received ſuch great Ho- 
nours, that I ſhould ſcarce be believed, 
were they not ſole due to the CharaCter 
His Majcſty bas been pleaſed to honour 
me with: I received alfo a thoufand 
Civilities from his Minifters\, and the 
reſt of his Court. * Xeſſienrs the one

ſame time their leaves of the King, 
who having wiſht them a good Voya 
gave each of them a golden - Crucifiy 
the Foot of it being Silver. At the 
end of the Audience , Moaſr. Conſtaw 
carried *me into a Parlor, ſurrounded 
with Water-ſpouts which was 4n the 
Palace, where I found a Table very 
well ſpread, after the manner of the 
Kingdom of Siam: The King had the 
oodneſs to ſend me two or three 
iſhes from His Table, for he dined 
at the ſame time; about five of the 
Clock I went into a gilt Chair, car- 
ried by ten Men, and the Gentlemen 
who accompanied me rode on Horſe.
